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TO CROW OR NOT TO CROW 


Acackle a a cluck are not “cockle 
doodle doos”. 
. In the Human Crowing Contest, a 
cackle is funny. Even a cluck elicits gig- 
gles. In the National Rooster Crow 
Contest, however, it's no laughing mat- 
ter. 


In last year's Rooster Crowing con- 


test, Bruce Herzberg wasn’t laughing, 
anyway. His feathers were ruffled when 
he was told there would be a two-minute 
“crow off’ between his rooster, Charmin, 
and Raul, another feisty, feathered fel- 
low. It seems that Herzberg's cockle doo- 
dle doo counter inadvertently tallied up a 
-cackle here, a cluck there. 

Herzberg of Wimer was expecting to 
bring home the trophy. from the 2007 
Rooster Crow Contest. His roosters, 
Winchester and B.W., were the champs 
the last two years. B.W. crowed 107 
times in 2005; that is the third most 
crows in Rooster Crow history. 

In 1953, Beetle Baum registered 109 
on the rooster Richter scale. White 
Lightening still reigns as the ultimate 
crower---he was a cockle doodle dandy 
who crowed 112 times in the 1978 con- 
test. 

Winchester won in 2006 with a 
measly 30 crows, so when Charmin was 
closing in on 70 crows, he seemed a 
sure bet as the next king of the roost. 

“| didn't think he would be this good,” 
Herzberg said. “Something's got.in him. 
He's fired up.” 

Herzberg's judge, a youngster 
named William Smith, started counting 
every buk, buk, buk like crazy. That's 
when the controversy ensued. Raul 
started belting out distinct cockle doodle 
doos, and suddenly, the big old speckled 
critter had a challenger. Raul was putting 
the squeeze on Charmin. In the two- 
minute “crow off,” Raul crowed once--- 
Charmin was suddenly tongue-tied, and 
did not crow again. . 


Raul's 45 cockle 
doodle doos were 
enough to declare him 
the 2007 National 
Rooster Crow 
Champion. No one was 
more surprised than his 
owner, Timmy Perston 
of Wimer. 

* “We were going to 
bring another rooster,” 
Perston said. “But, we 
couldn't catch him. He }} 
went into hiding.”

The rules are sim- 
ple. Not much has changed since 1953, 
when the first National Rooster Crow 
Championship was held in Rogue River. 

Each person can enter one rooster; 
the rooster must remain in the cage 
throughout the contest. An impartial 
judge is assigned, and the tallying begins 
at 2:30 p.m. No mechanical, electrical, 
physical or chemical stimulants or 
devices are allowed, Moreover, in a town 
where roosters do rule the roost, roost- 
ers cannot be mistreated or abused. 

Each rooster has 30 minutes to crow 
his heart out. 

Never mind that most of the crowin’ 
occurs before the official contest, when 
most of the roosters are prey to the pres- 
sure. 

Jennifer Fidow, however, was 
inspired. From depths of her lungs, she

cockle doodle doo-ed her way into the 
winner's circle during the Human 
Crowing contest. 

“The roosters are inspirational,” she 
said. “This is the first time | had the 
courage.” 

She was there with her daughter, 
Anne Marie, and her mother and father, 
Anne and Stan Eskotter. The family 
expected their gorgeous speckled roost- 
er with the cape of gold to be the cham- 
pion crower---not Jennifer. Alas, ‘Night 
John Boy called it a day and went to 
sleep. 

The National Human Crow 
Championship began nine years ago. 
Fidow expects to defend her title at the 
10th annual event in 2008.

2008 GRAND MARSHALL from page 5 
practiced and played at the 
middle school.

Prior to the first Rogue River 
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National Rooster Crowing Contest, 
which was held on May 23, 1953, 
the merchants displayed the caged 
roosters in front of their places of 
business. During this time, roosters 
were stolen or hidden away and 
many shenanigans took place. 

First place winner of this initial 
event was a rooster named Hollerin’ 
Harry, owned by Rogue River's 
Donnie Martin. Harry crowed 71 
times during the half-hour period 
and won $50 for his owner. After the 
contest was over, an auction was 
held for anyone wanting to sell their 
roosters. Silent Sam, who had not 
uttered a sound during the contest, 
started in with a bid of 10¢ and 
ended up at $50. 

Asecond contest was held dur- 
ing 1953, this one taking place on 
September 5. For this one, the mer- 
chants decided to give $200 in 
prizes with the first prize $100 and 
the balance going to the runners- 
up. Winner of this contest was 
Beetlebaum with 109 crows, which 
stood as a world record until White 
Lightning's 112-crow effort in 1978. 

After this second Crow in 1953, 
the Boosters organization decided 
to hold the Rooster Crow once a 
year and that the date would be the 
last Saturday in June. The rest, as 
they say, is history.
